China is beiny swamped with Japanens imita- 
tionr, there is no redress, Bugland has signed, 
with Russia, Germany, France, and other 
Powers agreemonts for the reciprocal protac- 
tion of trade marks in Chins, bat Japan 
is unwilling to join us, desiring that China 
should frst undertake {he registration of 
trade murky, though it is Japanese infrioge- 
ments aod counterfeils that we fear, hot Uhinese. 
Tho misgiving among Engl'sh and othor foroigt: 
merchants who remember what bapponed in 
Japan is widespread that Japan, claiming priority 
of application, inténds to register wholesale in 
China Britiah and other trade marks ag Japaneso 
trade marks. Woe think it egsontial tbat an 
agreement between England aud wapan, similar 
to that between England and other. countries, 
shonld procede the registration of foreign trade 
marky in China. ‘

ARMED ROBBERS aT SHANGHAI. 


For a man who loves exciting adventures, the 
Shavghai policeman’s lol is a happy our, as the 
following narrative from the MC. Daily News 
‘of June ilth-shows. Three or four days ago 
the police received information that a pang of 
eighteen mon bul arrived in the Settlement 
from Navking with the ‘intention of. looting a 
pawn-shop in Woochow Road, Hongkey, Bo 
good was their information (hat they were aware 
at what timo the robbery was to take place, but 
at firet thero was sume doubt as to the localit, 
in which the gang-bad taken up their quarters, 
Tt. was not moti] Sunday morning that the native 
detectives discovered thata portion of the gang 
was staying al K9X Park Road. All Saturday 
night portions of the Sottlement were patrolled 
by posses ofarmed police, but for some reason 
or other the raid did not take place, At I@a.m,. 
on bunday Inxpecior Mackintosh. Det, Insp. 
Armotroug. Det. Sergt. Jrown, and a party of. 
armed Sikh and foreigu police mustered for a 
raid on the Park Road premises, ‘I hey had 
already started when a native detective and a 
Chinese soldier arrived at the house, and the 
alarm was given, . be robbers made a desperate 
resistance a d fired several shots, wounding both 
the detective and the soldier. Attracted by tho 
sound of the tiring a detachment of Sikh police 
whieh was on its way. back to the Sinze Station 
surrounded and entared the premises, and when 
Inspector Mackintosh'’s foreo arrived on the 
scene they had captured four mon. Tho promises 
were searched und throe loaded revolvers were 
discovered, two of which had been fired, as empty” 
chambers testified. he native detective and 
the soldier wore both hit; one bad two fingers 
shot. off und the. other was wounded in tho 
fleshy part of the arm. 

The capture of thase men provided a clue to 
the whereabouts of the rest of the gang, and 
the police spent the greater part of Sunday in 
searching for thom throughout the Settiement. 
In tho evening they sncceeded in urreating four 
nore men in Sinza Road, who were identified 
by those alrvady in cystudy as part of the band 
No fire-arms were found on the’ persons of 
thass men, but they bad in their possession a 
peculiiy pattern of bag which is said to bave 
been served out by the chief ‘of the band, The 
men all camo from Nanking, and it is alleged 
that their leader ig wanled on w cherge’ of 
murdering two officials who endeavoured to 
effrct his arrest ia Anhui provinces in February. 

The eight prisoners were brought up ut the 
Mixed Court yesterdey morning before Mr. 
Fao aud. Mr. Barton, and after the evidences 
agaiust. them had been taken six of them wero 
sent into the Cify while the other two were 
detained io enablo the police to make farther 
inguiries, The charges ogoinst them read: 
Beiwg membors of a gang of well known armed 
robbers and meeting in the tettlement for the 
yorpose of raiding and looting the Yung Tui 
pawn-shopin Woorhew Road on the Sthi: stant; 
also with shooting at, with intent to kill, and 

wounding a native soldier who attempted to 
arrest them. £ ‘

LE SPORTING, 

The Grand International Congress of tho 
Chase which is shortly to be held in thia city ia 
certain to attract. a good deal of attention in 
Franes, in spite of the fact that the French are 
not a sporting nation in the eame sense as the 
English. It has been organised under the pa- 
tronoge of the Minister of Agriculture, and will 
be previded ‘over by M, Danbrée, Direotor. 
General of Watora and Forests and Councillor 
of State. Among those who are on the Com: 
mittee of the Congresy may be named Senator 
Jean Dupuy, the Dnebhesse d'Uzes, Comte 
Clary, President of the St. Hubort Club of 
France—thd patron saint of French sportsmen 
or orhesseuré—Baron Henri de Rothschild, 
Ccete Sabran Ponteves, aad mavy others well 
known in the world of sport. Much of the 
time of tha, congressisty will natorally ba 
passed in the discnssion of questions alfuct- 
ing their interests, bot there will be 
other items on the programme, Among the 

latter ous of the most interesting features 
will be the Chasse de J’ Entente Cardiute, to 
which’ the most celebrated bunting packs in 
England will be invited, Comte Clary, who 
will tako a: very promivent part in the doings of 
the Congress, would like to seo the position of 
‘the sportemen in France greatly amvtiorated, 
French sportsmen, he maintains, have no great 
ronson to feel vatisfed. Thay are, in fact, 
tolerated rather than protected. Iuntiog, 
according to the Count, is becoming more of a 
democratic aport every day, and he sees the {ima 
coming when foxhunting will become as popilar 
a sport in Francaas liorse-racing, Shooting has 
aldo become very popular, and, with or 
withont permission, everybody goes shoot- 
‘oy to-day. The Connt admits that every. 
one cannot keep n hunting pack, but neither 
ean ‘every one own an antomcbile, and if the 
motor car industry is protested: why not 
protect the chaser, which isa source of national 
wealth, ‘Tho revenues derived from the isnue of 
shootin g permits and the sale of powder are not 
to be disdained, for itis estimated that twenty 
millions sterling are derived every year from 
the two hundred and fifiy huoting packs in 
France, and the five hundred and. seventy 
thousand holders of pormits to shoot, A hunting 
pack constitutes a veritable fortane for the 
country. side to which it belongs; and it is this 
view of the matter that Cointe Clary wishes to 
bring before the Congress.
